the purpose of murdering and despoiling the peaceable inhabitants, 


If, he said, Lord Hastings had tamely suffered this insult and this 
grievous wrong; ifhe had allowed those helpless creatares who were 
reposing under the shield of our power, those unhappy snbjects of the 
British Government, with their helpless wives and children, to be but- 
ehered; if he bad not avenged them by making warupon the sayage 
ruffians who committed those cnormities ; it would have been injerious 
fo the welfare and honour of the British nation and a disgrace to himself 
and his Government; bat bis‘conduct was far different, he had signally 
avenged the wrongs of cur defenccless and unoffending fellow-subjects, 
and destroyed utterly the cause ef ae muck evi! and so much exime.

Lord Hastings well knew that this arbitrary authority could not 
reach that numerous and increasing class who are growing iff consc- 
quence (and I am glad to see it), and who now form a considerable and 
most respectable part of our population in Calcutta. Lt did net tcuch 
that class of men, who-were notin one sense of the word British-bora 
subjects, while it applied to all those wko came from England, and it 
appeared to the Governor General unjust and impolitic, that these last 
should be the least favoured class, by being deprived of a privilege en- 
joyed by all their countrymen at home, and by so large a class of their 
fellow-subjects here, He therefore abolished the Censorship, and plac- 
ed all ranks and classes on an equality in this particalar. 


Fn thus placing the subject in its true light, do not imagine—said 
the animated Speaker—that [ undervalue our obligation to the Governor 
General. No, we ought to be most grateful to him for the generosity and 
readiness with which he has granted this Freedom. With the wisdom 
of a great Statesman, he yielded to the force of opinion, and by fol- 
lowing the march of improvement directed its course’; he bestowed 
with frankness whathe saw it bad become unwise and impolitic to 
withhold. w 


If this may seem too simple or too mean praise, I beg of you to 
reflect, Gentlemen—said Mr. Fergusson—on how many great oecasions, 
and by how many Governments, this simple act of prudence and wisdom 
has been neglected and despised. (Hear! hear !)—1I have been told— 
continued he—by some who feel a confused alarm at this New Liberty of 
the Press, ‘* that it might doiu any§ther State (so its adversaries tell you 
, in every country), but then in India! Recollect—the Natives —What.
